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SpeciaL Orders of April 13 from the A. G. O. 
make the usual annual details of assistant instruc. 
tors to duty at the Military Academy, West Point, 
to take effect in August next, and relieve many of 
those now on duty there. The detail to West 
Point 1s a pleasant one in many respects, and cer- 
tainly a profitable one, professionally considered, 
and doubtless seems too short to those whose tours 
are about to terminate. 








THE prize offered this year by the Naval Institute 
for the best essay on ‘*Torpedoes” has been awarded 
by the judges to Lieut. Comdr. W. W. Reisinger, 
U.S. N.- There were five essays submitted in com- 
petition for the prize. The judges were: Capt. A. 
T. Mahan, U. S. N.; Comdr. W. T. Sampson, U. S. 
N., and Lieut. Comdr. R. Bb. Bradford, U. S. N. 
The meetings for the discussion of the essay will 
take place early in May. A 








Tue House Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported adversely the bill H. R. 8861 for the volun- 
tary retirement of officers after 25 years of service, 
for the following reasons, set forth in their report : 
‘* The retired list of the Army is now burdened by 
officers who were retired on account of comparative- 
ly trivial disabilities, who were young enough at the 
date of retirement to have engaged in civil pursuits 
and would to that extent have relieved the retired 
list. This bill, should it pass, would enable officers 
in the prime of life to leave the active for the re- 
tired list of the Army.” 








MAJOR-GENERAL GEORGE CROOK, WU. . A., has 
had printed in pamphlet form (66 pages wren Boer 
index), and issued for the information and guidance 
of troops serving in the Department of the Platte, a 
‘Manual of Guard Duty,” based upon law, Army 
regulations, and approved customs of service. The 
object is, and it is a needed one, to secure thorough 
accuracy and exactness in this most important 
branch of military duty. The original manuscript 
of the manual was, we understand, prepared by 
Lieutenant L. W. V. Kencon, 6th U. 8. Infantry, 
A. D. ©. on the staff of Geaeral Crook. 








CoLoNEL Henry ©. Hope@es, in charge of the 
Quartermaster’s Depot at Jeffersonville, is e1 tled 
to the thanks of the Army for the determined stand 
he is making against the attempts at outside inter- 
ference with the administration of the affairs of his 
department. Col. Hodges is an officer of large ex 
perience, who understands himself perfectly, and 
should be fully supported by his superiors at Wash- 
ington, as he no doubt will be, in his determined 
purpose to maintain his independence. The Jeffer- 
sonville depot is the largest in the country, and the 
number of civilians employed there offers peculiar 
temptations to the local politicians to interfere with 
the management. 








THE several movements of regiments, etc., indi- 
cated last week, are not to commence until June 1, 
but already preparations are going on by those 
concerned officially and unofficially, so that there 
may be no delay when ‘‘ moving day” hzs come. 
Some of the regiments affected have been so long at 
their present stations that many dear associations 
will have to be severed. All, however, will doubt- 
less agree that the changes are for the good of the 
Service and unite in the hope that Congress may 
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s2e fit to be more liberal in the matter of Army 
transportation, so that there may be established an 
equitable system of exchanges of stations and no 
regiment be permitted to take too deep a root in one 
locality. 








Tse U. S. Supreme Court on Monday last ren- 
dered an opinion affirming the jadgment of the 
Court of Claims in the case of Asher C.gBaker, who 
claimed credit, in computing his longevity pay un- 
der the act of March 8, 1888, for service as a cadet 
at the Naval Academy. This opinion is of great 
importance to all graduates of the Naval Acadenty. 
Under this and the Mullan decision nearly every 
officer in the Navy will be entitled to back pay. It 
is believed that nearly a half million of dollars will 
be required to pay all the claims arising under the 
two decisions. If there is no hitch at the Treasury 
Department the larger portion of the claims will 
probably be certified to Congress for appropriation 
during the current session. 








WE understand that the House Military Commit- 
tee has received a number of petitions from Army 
officers requesting an amendment to the current 
mileage law. The majority of the propositions sub- 
mitted favor the law of 1886, which allowed four 
cents per mile to cover incidental expenses and 
transportation actually paid, exclusive of sleeping 
or parlor car fare. The great objection to the 
present law is on account of the annoyance and de- 
lay an officer is subjected to in procuring his trans- 
portation through the Quartermaster’s Department. 
There is also a strong sentiment in some quarters in 
favor of the old eight cent mileage. The committee 
has not as yet made a decision on this point in their 
consideration of the Army Appropriation bill, but 
i: 1s known that some of the members are favorable 
to the law of 1886, which has the hearty approval 
of the Paymaster General. 








A RECENT despatch from Vienna says: ‘‘At no 
period of her history has Russia been go lavish of 
pacific assurances, and at no time within memory 
of living Russians has she been more seriously pre- 
paring for hostilities. In the South Rassian Govern- 
ment districts and in the territory of the Don Oos- 
sacks 800,000 men have been ‘dislocated.’ In the 
docks of Sebastopol and Kie they are working 
bard at new and old ships. On the South-Western 
railways there are 4,000 empty cars for the trans- 
port of troops." The eight Army-Corps, quartered 
at Odessa, Cherson and Kischeneff, as also the 
Seventh Corps in garrison at Yekaterinoslav, Sim- 
perofol and Sebastopol, received orders some time 
ago to be ready to march on short notice. Vast 
quantities of provisions and building matériel have 
been forwarded to Odessa and Simferopol. On the 
18th of next month Rear Admiral Schestakoff, 
Minister cf Marine, will hold a review of the Black 
Sea Fleet. A few days later the Baltic Fleet will 
be passed in review by Prince Alexis Alexandro- 
viteh.” 





Tue Heliograph Board for the Army, under the 
auspices of tbe Signal Office, has abuut completed 
an instrument for testing in the field, and will be- 
gin experimenting some time the latter part of the 
present month. The officers composing the board 
have given thorough investigation to all instru- 
ments hitherto employed in sun signaling, and have

THERE are two reports concerning the retirement 
of the Negus of Abyssinia from in front of the po- 
sition of the Italians. The story betells his own 
people is tbat he has concluded a peace with the Ital- 
ians, having accepted an offer of ten cannons, a 
thousand rifles, and all the money in the Italian 
treasury at Massowah. Ashe has a following of 
70,000 or 80,000 men there are suggestions that he 
is simply biding his opportunity. The Italians have 
certainly won no laurels in Abyssinia, and, as the 
Army and Navy Gazette shows, the result of their 
experience is to demonstrate that the principle, 
which should guide a commander engaged in such 
an enterprise shoald always be to see that his or- 
ganization is complete before advancing, then press 
on, and having come face to face with his oppo- 
neuts, strike decisively. It has been by the adop- 
tion of these tactics that Lord Wolseley has been 
invariably successful. ‘‘It is a pity,” 1t adds, ‘‘for 
the ltalians that their commander at Massowah has 
not had some of the dash and some of the perspi- 
cavity of Lord Wolseley. Had he possessed bis lord- 
ship’s qualities as a commander, his army would 
not have occupied the rather unpleasant, not to say 
ridiculous, position it does to-day in Abyssinia.” 
The results accomplished by the English expedition 
against the Negus Theodore and the success of 
Wo'seley’s campaign in Egypt certainly shine by 
contrast.

Dur- 
ing the late war he served in the Confederate Army.

The only business transacted bv the Senate Naval 
Committee this week was the adoption of a favora- 
ble report on a bill Seypared by the Navy Depart- 
went for the relief of inmates of the U. 8.

The bill fur- 
ther provides that transpcrtation at Government 
expense may be furnished to such persons author- 
ized to enter the Naval Home as beneficiaries as may 
be unable to pay their transportation to the same. 

When the bill for the erection of a monument to 
the memory of Maj. Gen. Henry Knox at_Thomas- 
ton, Me., was brought up in the Senate by Mr. Frye, 
Mr. Beez, of Arkansas, objected to the considera- 
tion of the measure because he is opposed to the

CAMP OSCEOLA. 


Tur enterprising officer in command of the North 
Atlantic Station is so far from answering to the con- 
ventional conception of the Admiral reposing upon 
his dignity aod his laurels that he approaches in his 
intelligent activity much nearer to a realization of 
the idea of perpetual motion. If the grass ever grew 
atsea it certainly would not grow under the feet of 
Admiral Luce. The Admiral isa bit of a humorist, 
and there was humor as well as common 
sense in thesurprise to which he treated the encamp- 
ment at Pensacola on Sunday night last. At 10 
o'clock his steam barge, Vixen, was ordered alongside. 
A box of blank cartridges were put aboard in charge 
of Coxswain Brown, followed by the Admiral with 
his chief of staff, Capt. Robt.

A landing was effected and 
the sentry’s Se by the recognition of 
the panty by S:gual cer Sims, who furnished the 
countersign. The next sentry recognized the Ad- 
miral and came to a present. The brigade com- 
mander, Oscar F. Heyerman, who was next encoun- 
tered, was told that mum was the word. Next, Lt. 
John F. Meigs was pressed into the service and thus 
reinforced the party took possession of a Gatling, 
which was loaded with the blank cartridges, and 
the camp aroused by its spiteful firing, which was 
answered by the guns of the Richmond.

Camp was broken on Thursday, the naval mancw- 
vres were to follow on.

PAY OF NAVAL ENSIGNS, 


Mr. HERBERT, from the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs, in his minority report on the pay of ensigns 
(R. 4465), says: ‘* There are many incongruities and 
——_e in the pay table of Naval officers which 
ought to be remedied.’”’ Mr. Herbert describes the 
legislation upon the subject thus far, commencing 
with the last act dealing with the whole subject 
which was passed on the 15th of June, 1870. The 
operation of the law of August 5, 1882, limiting all 
the grades, of course impeded promotion; hence the 
increase in the pay of ensigns who had served as 
such five years. The minority say : 


The bill now reported by the majority proposes another 
increase. The report calls attention to the fact that the bill 
makes “ no increase for longevity.” We suggest that this 
may be because there is no room left for such increase, as 
any further increase for longevity would put the ensign 
equal to or above a junior lieutenant. Of course one effect 
ot passing this bill would be to bring the junior lieutenants 

mptiy forward to claim an increase of their pay. In tact 
bud as well stop just here and decide whether it is 

at thistime to make 9 general increase of pay all 
along the line of the Navy, for this is but the advance mea- 


sure. 
The purpose of the act of 1870 was to establish just rates 
of pay to serve in time of peace, Since that date there have 
been many political mutations, but no Congress has yet 
been found willing to increase the rates of 1870 by addin 
ay ensign’s sea pay, $400 to his shore duty pay, an 
to his leave of abscnce pay. © ‘This is what the majority 
now prepeee. Certainly a report that advises the House to 
| ree a bill making such an increase ought to state fully and 
‘airly the facts relied on to justify such a measure. We 
think the majority fail to do this—not intentionally, but in- 
advertently. Ref bave relied on statements not warrant- 
ed by facts,and t have not adverted to other facts 
which it was material they should consider, For example, 
they have not informed the House that an ensign is allowed 
for rations when on‘sea duty, which is in addition 
the salary. In co rezcf ensigns with that

lowances,” while entirely omitting mention of any “allow- 
ance” to ensigns. 

The statements of the majority as to the ages and 
length of service and average and relative pay of the 
ensigns are questioned and they say: 

The distinguished head of our Navy, Admiral Porter, 
served six years asa midshipman, six years as a passed mid- 
shipman, and more than twenty years asa lieutenant. The 
law whieh retarded promotions did undoubtedly operate a 
hardship on some of the older oflicers now in the ensigns’ 
grade, but the bill of the majority is giving relief to those 
who have not suffered from that cause. This bill therefore 
appears not to be intended as a settlement of the question of 
ensigns’ pay: but only as a predicate for the other bill, 
heretofore alluded to, which is to correct this “ no longev- 
ity,” and give a further increase. The minority recognize 
that those ensigns whose promotion has been actually re- 
tarded by the law of Congress referred to have suffered a 
hardship, and they propose as a remedy the following sub- 
stitute for the bill of the majority: 

* Ensigns, after six years from the completion of the four 
years’ coarse of the Naval Academy, sball receive pay at the 
rate of $1,600 when on duty at sea, $1,400 on shore duty, and 
$1,200 on waiting orders.” 

Under the decisions in the Mullan and Baker cases every 
ensign will, from the date of his commission as ensign, get 
pay at the rate which we think Congress intended by the act 
of 1870 he should receive ed after he had been serving as 
ensign for five years. Roughly estimated, the amounts of 
back pay the ensigns will receive wil! be about $32,750 uoder 
the decision already made in the Mullan case, and under the 
Baker decision $114,950. 

Ensigns do not make out their case by cmely shoves that 
otber officers get more than they. It must shown that 
they do not get enough. It is quite possible that 1f the Baker 
case is affirmed Congress may decide that the pay of some 
Navy officers must be cut down. Beyond all doubt we ought 
to know where we stand when we begin to legislate on this 
subject. The present disparity between the pay of young 
officers on the Engineer Corps and of the line is not so great 
asis claimed. 1t does, however, exist, and is one of the in- 
congruities which might be without sufficient reasOn to eus- 
tain if we were to look, as we are asked to do, only at the in- 
ferior grades in the two corps, though much could be said 
in favor of the act of 1870. The line officers have command; 
not only power but honor is theirs, and the modern navy re- 
quires first class talent in its engineers. How is this to be 
secured jif the advantages are all on the side of the line? 
These considerations have weight, yet we do not think they 
fully justify the present relative pay of assistant enginecrs 
and ensigns. 

But when we compare the pay of the two corps all along 
the line we will probably reach the conclusion that if there 
be such a readjustment in the pay of ensigns as the majority 
joenee we should at the same time readjust elsewhere. The 

Sogineer Corps claim thut, taken altugether, the line officers 
are better paid than they. 

The pay of ensigns is claimed to be in excess of 
that of Army 2d lieutenants, and we are told that, 
“if the Mullan decision and the Baker decision are 
held in the background until this bill is passed,then, 
of course, upov the principles on which the Dill is 
urged there will be no resisting the demand of 2d 
lieutenants of the Army for more pay, and un in- 
crease there will create a demand in the whole 
Army for moving up to higher figures. In fact, if 
the logic of the majority is rigidly carried out it will 
be, after the passage of their bill, impossible to re- 
sist an increase ali along the line of the Army and 
the Navy.” The Secretaries of nine States get a sal- 
ary less than that it is = to give ensigas; the 
Secretaries of 18 otber States have less than ‘lieuten- 
ants, and the salary of a- commander isin excess of 
oo of the Governors of 29 States. The minority 
add: 

The salaries of State officials of all kinds, judges, attor- 
neys general, treasurers, etc., if compared with the pay of 
naval officers, would show the same startling contrast we 
have exhibited above, and tend, we think,to remind sup- 
porters of the majority bill that Con, is getting very far 
away from the ideas of economy which prevail among our 
constituencies. There is one other branch of the public ser- 
vice that would still further and better illustrate the ex- 
travagant tendencies of our modern legislation, We allude 
to the Army, in which the pay is, we think, length of ser- 
vice considered, somewhat higher than in the Navy. These 
bigh figures have been reached by selecting now und then 
for remedial legislation grades in which the pay is rela- 
tively low and continually grading upward just as is advoca- 
ted in this case, in which the bill reported will, as we have 
shown, create a necessity for “other and further relief.” 

in discussing the sufficiency of the pay the House should 
further consider that every naval officer has a life position, 
dependent only on good behavior. If the naval officer at 
any time while in the line of duty becomes unfit for service 
without fault of hisown or reaches the age of &2, he is re- 
tired on three-fourths sea pay. This is true of all grades 
and all coros. As we are discussing the question of raising 
the pay of line officers, we append and ask the House to ex- 
amine a statement showing retired pay of that corps.

His ac- 
tion in this matter wasin direct violation of orders, he hav- 
ing been informed on June 22, 1887, of the ruling of the War 
Department on the subject; and, having received explicit 
instructions as to the course to be pursued in similar cases 
in the future, it was his duty to have obeyed the order, and 
not to have attempted to revise the decision of the Secretury 
of War as to the scope and meaning of the 112th Article of 


ar. 

“That article is to be construed in the light of the pre- 
vision of the Constitution of the United States touching the 
power to pardon vested in the President. No one can par- 
don a person sentenced to imprisonment for a crime under 
the laws of the United States, and confined in a peniien- 
tiary, uoder sentence, except tke President. The power 
conterred by the 112th article, to pardon, or mitigate a pun- 
ishment adjudged by a Court-martial, must be limited to the 
time when the findings of the court are before the officers 
named in the article for appioval. After the findings and 
sentence are approved, and the prisoner is committed toa 
penitentiary in execution of the sentence, the authority of 
such officer ceases, and the President alone can exercise 
clemency, and pardon the offender. 

“he action taken by General Gibbon in this matter was 
unwarranted. He says, in justification, that be had no right 
to presume that any iastructions issued by the War Depart- 
ment were designed to deprive department commanders of a 
power which the law declares they shall have. This is, in 
substance, an assertion of a right to disobey an order if he is 
of opinion that the Secretary of War has not correctly con- 
strued the statute. 

“ Entertaining such an opinion, it was a case for inquiry, 
or remonstrance, not a case for action in violation of orders, 

“To base and justify disobedience of orders upon pre- 
sumptions of intention, that the superior authority did not 
mean what had been said, is trifling with a grave question 
and is neither a defence nor an explanation, If Genera 
Gibbon's example should be followed by those under his 
command, all authority would bo at an end in the Depart- 
ment of the Columbia. 

oe Secretary of War regrets that he is ob! to k 
in such terms of General Gibbon'’s conduct, but he is re- 
minded of the fact that this is not the first time that General 
Gibbon bas assumed to construe a statute himself, and act 
upon his view of its meaning, in opposition to the orders of 
the War Department. The Secretary of War trusts thut he 
will not again be compelled to censure General Gibbon for 
disobedience of orders.”

“Tax pominations of Brig. Gen. Urook to be Major 
General, and Gol. Brooke to be Brigadier General, 
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\ GENERAL GIBBON v. THE PRESIDENT. 

THE experience of General Gibbon with the Secre- 
‘ary of Warand the President recalls the story of 
the man who had his. feet in the stocks, and who 
was assured by a sympathizing legal friend that 
‘bey couldn’t put him into the stocks for the offence 
with which he was charged. ‘‘But they have,” was 
‘he conclusive reply. General Gibbon has right, under 
‘he heretofore accepted interpretation of the 112th 
Article of War, but the President of the United 
3tatez.can only be reached by impeachment and 
that is a process General Gibbon will hardly care to 
resort to. 

In his work on Military Law, Winthrop, Volume 
., pp. 660, 661 and 662, quotes the 112th Article, 
which was Article 89 of the Code of 1806, and says: 
‘* This Article-confers upon the commanders speci- 
fied two distinct powers—.s power to ‘pardon,’ and 
a power to ‘ mitigate.’ As to the former, this, 
though of a quality similar to that of the pardoning 
function vested in the President by the Constitu- 
tion, is different from and inferior to the same in 
effect:and scope. That is a plenary power to par- 
don the offence and the offender, by the exercise of 
which the stigma of the conviction is done away 
with, the penalties and disabilities incident thereto 
or to the sentence are removed, and the offender is 
personally completely rehabilitated in law. But the 
power given by the Article is a power-only to ‘ par- 
don’ a ‘punishment’—that is to say, a power of 
remission; and if the word remit (the term properly 
describing the pardon of a punishment) were sab- 
stituted for the word ‘ pardon’ in the Article, its 
phraseology would bo less antiquated and more pre- 
cise. The exercise of this limited power simply re- 
lieves the accused in whole or in part from the pun- 
ishment ; the guilt of the offender as found, and 
the penal liabilities consequent thereupon, remain- 
ing unaffected in law. Thus a mere remission of 
the punishment adjudged a deserter will not relieve 
him from the civil disqualification attached by 
statute to his conviction. Nor, in a case contem- 
plated by Art. 100, will such a remission relieve an 
officer from the consequence, incident upon his con- 
viction and sertenee,.of not being associated with 
by other offisers; m either case a pardon of the of- 
fender will be necessary to restore the forfeited 
right. But remission, as above indidated, is of the 
quality of pardon—is indeed pardon of an inferior 
degree, the power to pardon including the power to 
remit. The attributes, therefore, of the Constitu- 
tional pardoning power of the President will be 
found to characterize in a measure the power of re- 
mission possessed by reviewing officers, who indeed 
in the exercise of this power may be regarded as the 
agents or representatives of the Executive in mili- 
tary cases, 

‘The plenary Constitutional power of pardon is 
said to be coextensive with the punishment, and so 
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of remission. Thus its exercise is not restricted to 
the time and occasion of the formal approval of the 
sentence by the reviewing authority, but may be 
Pedorted to at any stage af the execution of the 
Punishment, and so long as any portion of the same 
fediains inéxecutéed: What reniaitis, for exaniple, 
Of & terni Of iniprisonitient of a soldiér ttay be ré- 
ititted; dt any tinie beforé its expiration; by the 
commander who originally ordeted tlie court and 
approved the sentence, or by fiis seecessdr mean- 
while in the command, provided of course the sol- 
dier is still confined within the command. At 
present, department commanders are simply au- 
thorized to exercise, and not unfrequently do exer- 
cise, the power in question, though, in the cases of 
the prisoners confined at the two military prisons, 
the reiitissiotis; where acvorded, ate vstally ordered 
By the President; tlirotigh the Secretaty of War.” 

The question between General Gibbon afd the 
Secretary of War is as to the interpretation of an 
Article of War which has the force of statcte law. 
The General takes his stand upon the interpretation 
of the act which had been heretofore accepted and 
actel upon, and the Secretary insists upon a new 
interpretation which dates from 1887, and the 
President sustains the Secretary in his ititerpreta- 
tion of the law. Mr. Endicott is a lawyer, and has 
been a judge, and he doubtless interprets the power 
granted by the 112th Article according to the anal- 
ogy ofthe civil administration. The control of a 
civil judge over a condemned prisoner, as we under 
stand it, ceas2s at a certain point and beyond that 
he has no niore control over him than any other 
citizen. The only remedy for an unjust or unduly 
severe sentence is an appeal to the clemency of the 
Chief Magistrate who represents the sovereign‘y of 
the State. But is not this analogy limited? Army 
regalations have reference to the conditions of war 
when independent commanders are compelled to 
exercise powers that go beyond the analogies of the 
civil regulations, which are designed solely for con- 
ditions of peace. 

But this is a time of peace and there is no need 
to assert rights or to exercise powers, which might 
safely be left dormant. As the matter stands, it is 
not clear that the power claimed by General Gibbon 
belongs to a department commander ; it certainly is 
questioned by high authority. If there is doubt as 
to this there can be no question that the power to 
remit, as well as to pardon, belongs to the superior 
offiver of the department commander, viz.: the Pre- 
sident of the United States. Perhaps, therefore, it 
may be just as well to leave him free to exercise his 
undoubted right, by waiving the assertion of.a right 
which the President denies. The experience of be- 
ing overruled by a superior in the assertion of what 
is claimed as a mght is one to which inferior officers 
have become so accustomed that they may be sup 
posed to enjoy it, as the eels do skinning; possibly 
the unregenerate amorg them may smile grimly 
when they observe that not even general officers are 
wholly exempt from this trial ot bumanity. 





NAVY-YARD METHODS. 


Tae dcision of Secretary Whitney to intrust the 
building of the new armored cruiser Maine entirely 
to'the Navy yard authorities at New York will meet 
With general commendation, and is another evidence 
of his desire to look for results principally, trusting 
the methods to the subordinates of his choice. 

The Secretary succeeds in putting the issue 
squarely before, not only Rear Admiral Gherardi, 
but the whole country, at the same time emphasiz- 
ing a principle which the readers of the JournNAL 
have had frequently presented to them during the 
last few years of attempted rehabilitation of our 
morfbund Naval Establishment, viz.: Ships de- 
signed, by officers of the Navy, either in detail or 
in general terms, should be built in our navy-yards 
by, and under the superintendence of, naval officers, 
otherwise the comparison between their 
aad results and those of civilian contractors is of 
nq possible value. So the Secretary of the Navy 
says in bis letter of instructions to the commandant 
of the New York Navy-yard : ‘‘ In doing this work 
the Department will be in competition with private 
yards, and the degreo of success obtained by the 
Department afid’by the Navy-yard im producing a 
creditable vessel at a reasonable cost and within a 
reasonable period Will be judged by the ‘public and 


\ . 


by Congress.” With these facts befots bim, Mr. 
Whitney has concluded to confide to Rear Admiral 
Gherardi complete control of the work, with the 
power of employment and discharge of workmen 
without interference from irresponsible people. Tbe 
Secretary of the Navy, having in view the notable 
natute of the experiment, and recognizing the ne- 
cessity for a sitigle supreme aathority ia the matter 
intends that the Rear Aduiiral stiall be the real as 
well as the official representative of the Navy De- 
partment in the supervision of this great work. 

The comniatidar!t has been promised by the Seer¢- 
tury that a proper detail of @fMcers for the insur- 
ance of necessary facilities in carryifig eut in- 
structions will be made, and the result of this frank 
confidence in an able officer and well-equipped 
station will be watched with more than ordinary 
interest by the Navy and by the country. The limit 
of erst of construction, hull and motive power is 
$2,500,000. In this amount 1s not included the 
armament of the Maine. 

Besides the acknowledged fact of the competency 
of Rear Admiral Gherardi for the work intrusted 
to his care, there is another cvidence of good judg- 
ment oh the part of the Secretary of the Navy in 
this selection, comprised in the fact that this officer 
will not retire under the operation of law until long 
after the ship lie is to build shall have been com- 
pleted and protably commissioned. Having been 
born Nov. 10, 1832, Reac Admiral Gherardi has 
more than six and abhalf years for duty on the 
active list. 

Inasmuch as active operations on the Maine will 
hardly be inaugurated before late in July or early 
in August, the definite detail for the work will not 
be settled upon for some time. Tie assignment of 
Captain Joseph N. Miller as Oaptain of the Yard at 
the request, it is understood, of the commandant, 
indicates that the Secretary ‘‘ says what he means, 
acd means what, he says.” 








THE CHANGES OF STATIONS. 

THE order issued from Headquarters of the Army 
calling for the extensive movement of troops, as 
announced in last week’s JOURNAL, was a complete 
surprise to the Army. That some changes would 
be made before the closo of the year bad been ex. 
pected, but no one dreamed that the transportation 
fand would almit of, or that the powers that be 
contemplated such a general shaking up. Under 
the order referred to nearly one-fourth of the line 
of the Army will be on the move early in 
June. . It is stated that the entire change will 
cost about $300,000. 

Of the regiments concerned, the 8th cavalry, 
which goes to the Department of Dakota from the 
Départment of Texas, has had the longest period of 
service in one department. It has been in Texas 
since 1875, having taken station there in October 
of that year after five years’ service in New 
Mexico. : 

The 3d Infantry and 25th Infantry, which cx- 
change stations within the Department of Dakota, 
went to their present stations in Ogtober, 1887; 
and May, 1880,.respectively.. The 3d, prior togoing 
to Montana, served a long term in Lotisiana and 
Mi8sissippi. The 25th went to Dakota after ten 
years’ service in the Department of Texas. 

The 5th Inf., which goes to Texas, has been in 
Montana since August, 1876, going there after a 
period of five years’ service in Kansas and Colorado. 
The 16th Inf. had three years’ service in Kansas 
and the Indian Territory prior to going to Texas, 
where it has been stationed since November, 1880. 
The companies of the 6th Inf. which the 16th re- 
lieves in Utah Territory has been in this Territory 
since Sept., 1881, and prior to that date were in 
Fort Snelling, Minn., for eight years. The 22d Inf., 
which goes to Montana Territory, bas been ia Colo- 
rado and New Mexico since November, 1882. It 
previously. served five years in the Lakes, and three 
years in Texas. 

The 13th, which exchanges with the 24th, has 
been in Colorado and New Mexico since June, 1880, 
and prior to that seven years in the Southern States, 
The 24th has been im the Indian Territory since 
Oct,, 1880, having gone there after eleven years’ 
service in‘Téxas. There had been some talk of send- 
ing this regiment fo one of the Northern stations, 





in view of its Jobg service in the Southwestern 
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States ; but as ff was not considered practicable at. 
this time to relieve either of the other colored regi- 
ments teow in the Depsrtments of Dakota and the 
Platte, and as % was no! thought desirable to have 
two colored regimedits serving in the same depart- 
ment, the idea had to be aband-ned. 

Battery G, 1st Art., which oxoyanges with F of 
the same regiment, went to Fort Ms™roe in 1867, 
and the latter to California in 1881. Tt 7th Cav., 
including the beadquarters and four troop’s which 
went to Fort Riley last year, has had fourteen years 
service in Dakota and Montana. 








From Broad Arrow we learn that there is a dis- 
pute between the Bartow Shipbuilding Company 
aud Mr. John, as to which is entitled. to the £3,000 
awarded by our Navy Department for the aceepted 
design for a new sitip. It seems that Mr. John em- 
ployed a portion of the staff of the Barrow Ship- 
building Company's drawing office upon the designs 
which he submitted in competition, and as a conse- 
quence, the directors of the shipbuilding company 
élaimed the money as theirs, the contention being 
that the design was prepared by their servai*ts, of 
whom Mr. John was one, working in their time, om 
their premises, and under their control. Commander 
Chadwick, in the exercise of a wise discretion, has 
accordingly sent the money back to the United 
States until the matter is determined. Our contem- 
porary says: ‘‘ Mr. John's qualificatiors ssa de- 
signer of warships are almost entirely the result of 
his former employment at Whitehall. It may safely 
ba asserted that in no case has any valuable design 
of a warship been prepared at a British private ship- 
yard during the past twenty years, except by one 
who-received his training at the Admiralty or the 
dockyards.”’ It was he who calculated so success- 
fully the Captain stability curve, the first ever cal- 
culated. ‘‘Once, in the Guildhall Court, when Mr. 
Jobn was giving evidence as an oxpert in.a shipping 
case, an eminent barrister on the cther side thought 
to weaken the effect of Mr. John’s evidence by ask- 
ing him if he happened to be the naval architcet 
who made the Captain calculations at the Admir- 
alty. ‘I was,’ said Mr. John. ‘And you found out 
that she was not suMiciently stable?’ said the bar- 
rister. ‘I did,’ replied Mr. John. * After she was 
lost ?’ followed up the barrister. ‘ No,’ answered 
Mr. John, ‘before she sailed.’ This unexpected 
answer created what is described as ‘sensation in 
the court.’”’

in a letter to the Admiralty Gazette from Con- 
stantinople Mr. F. H. Snyder says of his explosive 
projectiles: “‘In my first experiments I used ordi- 
nary dynamite, containing 75 per cent. of nitro gly- 
cerine; but I ubandoned its use long since, and 
adopted Nobel’s explosive gelatine, or what [ prefer 
to call nitro gelatine, which is nitro glycerine gela- 
tinized. This material is safer to use than the 
strongest dynamite, and far safer than nitro glyce- 
rine. The nitro glycerine I use contains from 93 to 
96 per cent. of pure nitro glycerine, and as the sub- 
stance used in gelatinizing it is an explosive, the 
compound when formed possesses nearly the explo- 
sive foree of pure nitro glyceriue. I consider it 
much safer to handle than gun cotton or common 
gunpowder, as it will not explode like the latter 
when brought in contact with fire, but simply burr, 
while to explode nitro gelatine a shock is required. 
It freezes at about the same temperature as nitro 
glycerine, but it is a mistaken idea that it cannot be 
exploded when frozen, it beiag necessary only to 
use astronger detonator to explode itin a frozen 
state; besides, if desirable it can bethawed without 
danger by placing it in hot water; in fact, it can bo 
kept m a water tank without detriment, until it is 
required for servive.” 





M. Wey has an article in Yacht on the Engines 
of War and the Chamber of Deputies. He speaks of 
the inquiry addressed to the Minister of Marine by 
M. Dugué de la Fauconnerie, who wishes to know 
why the British Government had purchased a 
couple of hundred steel projectiles from the Unieux 
Foundry, and carried a vote inviting the Minister to 
rigorously apply for the future the rules which for- 
bid any secret of value to the national defence be- 
ing allowed to become the property of foreign in- 
dustries. This M. Weyl thinks is all nonsense and 
it is a tribute to French ekili to find the Italians and 
Americans going to Creusot for their steel plates 
and England dependent on France for its projec- 
tiles. [t shows, he thinks, that English metallurgists 
have allowed themselves to be left very far behind 
in the matter of the special processes required for 
the production of steel, whether intended for guns, 
armor or projectiles.

She has uothing like a mon- 
oply of inventions, and they were once glad to buy 
steel tubes for their guns from Messrs. Firth—that

In a lecture before the Royal United Service In. 
stitution on Land and Water Transportation in the 
Soudan and on the Nile, speaking of the natural 
trausport animal of Eastern Africa, the lecturer 
said there are two ways on which camels can be 
worked on convoy duty without much injury.

THE REMINGTON ARMS COMPANY. 


THE new title, under which the great arms in- 
dustry at Llion is to be perpetuated, wakin to that 
which years of singular good fortune and far reach- 
ing roear pris made probably more widely and 
worthily known throughout the world than the 
trade mark of any other American producers. In 
organizing their new company Messrs. Hartley and 
Graham way becongratulated upon having secured 
a charter title which will not Il7t the memory of the 
successes of E. Remington and Sons die out. The 
history of the old organization, until improviden 
ill directed energy and unsystematic managemen 
precipitated its fall, wasa grand one, full of achieve- 
ments. The bistory of the great mercantile house 
of Hartley and Graham and of the Union Metallic 
Cartridge Usuipany. which it controls and operates, 
though probably less familiar to the public in for- 
eign lands, has been for years no less known in 
official and commercial circles. The sales of war 
material by the firm and of ammunition by the 
company have been for years colossal. Under the 
new name, we look to see a substantial and perma-~ 
nent revival of the successes of Llion. 








The recent change in the management of the Colt 
Arms Company, reported in our columns last week, 
is likely to interest our readers, foreign and domes- 
tic, bardly less than that in the ownership and con- 
trol of the Remington rg? 5 It is understood 
that the resignation of Gen. Franklin only antiei- 
= other changes which have for some time been 

ooked for. The completeness of the great armory 
at Hartford in its machine and special plant is ex- 
ceptional, and the resources of the company, in 
capital, reputation and business connection, if 
they have not been developed to their full extent 
for some years, are unimpaired. Young Mr. Colt, 
who succeeds to the business control, inherits a 
large share of bis father’s ability and indomitable 
will, and bas attained the age of ambition when 
every manly man yearns for something more sub- 
stantial than great social and personal popularity. 
He has sailed tbe seas over, knows all of the globe 
that is practically worth knowing, has exhibited a 
Norseman's courage and skill in navigating the 
Dauntless across the Atlantic in her race with the 
Coronet, and, with theaid of the excellent experi- 
ence and the wise counsel at his command, takes the 
cont~ol of the great enterprise which his father in- 
augurated. “Sam” Colt was not only one of the 
brightest of our inventors and manufacturers, but 
one of the most persistent. and bis success has been 
rarely equalled. Hisson has not exactly the same 
kind ¥ difficulties to encounter and everyone ex- 
Rnects to see him bring back again the great name 
and prosperity of the Colt armory. 


Since the contracts fer armor plates and great 
cups were awarded to the Bethlehem Iron Co., no 
public report has been made of the progress at- 
tained in the construction of the enormous new 
plant necessary, the erection of addditional found- 
ries, mills and other structures, etc. The company is 
not yet ready to report progress, nor will it, for 
some months, name a definite date upon which pro- 
duction can be commenced. There has been no in- 
termission, however, in the work of preparation 
since the Secretary of the Navy signed the contract; 
in fact, had there been no Official award at all, 
it is not laren that the company would 
have gone ahead and made the investment in 
buildings and plant, relying upon the sterling 
sense and good faith of the American people. As 
& financial and industrial organization the 
company is not only one of the strongest in the 
United States, but independent of Government 
patronage. l1tis not, however, or would not be, in 
the absence of Government patronage, altogether a 
disinterested patriotism that has inspired the enor- 
mous outlay gas incurred, but a shrewd and 
broad forecast of the demands which the resur- 
rection not only of our war but our commercial 
marine, the a of*turreted coast defences and 
the arming them with cannon, are certain to make 
upon private industries within a brief - The 
work as already carried out at Bethlehem is admir- 
able, as well in design as prospective capacity, and 
when completed it is doubtful if any European 
establishment, whether private or national, will 
equal it in all-round completeness. It bas been 
undertaken by men who have such large means and 
broad views, that they are willing to wait three, 
four or even five years before a penny of the invest- 
ment is returned.

The very fine casting for the solid steel 6-inch gun 
for the Navy, made by the Pittsburg Steel Castin 
Co., has been finished for some days, the last wor 
being a careful chiselling away of the metal about 
the trunnions, and Mr. Hainesworth, who has put 
his soul and a very hard worked and experieneed 
brain into its production, is waiting for the official 
order for its shipment. Its competitor, at Thurlow, 
Penn., made by the Standard Steel Casting Co., has 
likewise been ready for shipment for a number of 
days. While the Pittsburg rs have not been 
sparing of encomium for the excellence of the 
Hainesworth casting, the Thurlow people have 
ivsisted upon entire secresy as to the character ofits 
rival. Personal acquaintance with Mr. Haines- 
worth and partial knowledge of his peculiar pro- 
cess in and after casting, give us a much larger con- 
fidence in the successful issue of his experiment 
than is usually accorded to Fagen that are so 
essentially experimental. he reputation of the 
President. and the Superintendent of the Thurlow 
Company for both theoretical and practical ability, 
likewise inspires a cheerful hope of the. success 
of the Standard €o.’s ———- It is well to re- 
member that the Pittsburgh casting is from a Bes- 
Semer and the Thurlow from an Open Hearth melt. 
When the Spuropriation was originally asked for by 
Secretary Whitney it was assumed that Mackintosh, 
Hemphill and Co., of Pittsburgh, whose large Open 
Hearth castings are probably unequalled, would be 
one of the competitors. This firm operates the old 
Fort Pitt Works, and for two years has Leen driven 
to its extreme ability in furnishing s and rolls 
for the large Homestead Works and Oo., 
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a circumstance which doubtless prevented James 
Hemphill, whose skill and ar theory of steel 
casting are exceptional, entering the competition. 
A recent issue of the Pi h “Dispatch” states 
that Mackintosh, Hemphill and Uo. have com- 
menced a large new foundry building, adjacent to 
their present establishment, which will be ogueess 
with furnaces, cranes and pits equal to the very 
largest gun castings that can be possibly called for. 











The experiments and improvementsin the 
powder for casnon and small arms in England and 
on the Continent are pursued with great attempt at 
secrecy as to the ea and processes of manu- 
facture, eo that it is by no means easy to form a 
suggestion that may be atall depended upon as to 
the character of port particular production.

at seems to me that the omissions of care on the 
part of this officer are of such a nature as to render 
much that is urged in his favor irrelevant.

If be had as full an appreciation as he 
indicates of the importance of having a safe he 
must have known that in its absence additional 
care and watchfulness on his part was necessary, 
whatever his escort or his clerk might do.

He here furnishes 
his own definition of the kind of care which should 
have been taken of the money—the sergeant ‘ cught 
to have brought it in with him’—and. this suggests 
the idea that it would have been quite consistent 
with his duty and perhaps not much beneath his 
dignity if he had taken it in himself. (Chief Pay- 
master Terrell, in a letter favoring leniency, states 
that the coin could not have weighed less than 15 
pounds.) ‘ 

“When, as he went from the dining room, he 
passed the stage and saw no one near it except a 
stocktender, a v conservative idea of duty and 
care would have induced him to stop at the stage 
and ascertain the condition of affairs. If he had 
done so he probably would have found the money 
there, and could have taken it in with him, or 
watched it until some of his party came from diuner. 
Instead of doing this he himself went to the dining 
room, and indicated his surprise at seeing the ser- 

eant there by looking at him sharply. However, as 
fe was just eating bis pie, nothing was said. When 
it is considered that after finishing his pie the ser- 
geant came out to the stage so n di the exact mo- 
ment of the theft that, though badly mounted, he 
was able to approach near enough in pursuit of the 
fleeing thief to exchange revolver shots with him, 1t 
is quite apparent that the loss might bave been pre- 
vented if the paymaster had remaiued a short time 
by the stage when he saw it unprotected, or had 
taken the valise in with him, or promptly diverted 
the attention of the sergeant from his pie to the 
money, which all had abandoned. When, therefore, 
it is said that this loss can be charged in any degree 
to the neglect or default of the Government it is an- 
swered that the direct and immediate cause of the 
loss was the omission onthe part of this paymaster 
of the Government, in whose custody these funds 
were placed, of the plainest and simplest acts of 
prudence and care. The tem tation is v strong
